derson, secretary Ul the republican ualloiiHl 
congressional committee, has 'been advised 
of serious defect in the law passed by the 
Tennessee legislature to arrange congressional 
districts of that state. It appears that thu 
1>I11 for tills purpose .is passed by tho Ten- 
nessee senate was amended In the lower 
house and through clerical error three coun- 
ties, Cumberland, MeigH and Ithea, whieli bj 
the 8«nate bill were assigned to tho thud dis- 
trict, were omitted. Tho bill as amended in 
the lowerjiouse was finally mnccd to by ihn 
senate, but tho error was not discovered and 
corrected. 
As a consequence these thren 


counties are not assigned to any congressional 
district, »nd voters residing In them, should 
the elecUon be held under Uie law, will be de- 
barred from voting for representatives lu con-- 
tress. Col. Henderson thinks Uie voters of 
these counties cannot constitutionally be de- 
prived of their right to vote for representa- 
tives, aud If the defect Is not remedied it 
may vitiate the title to a seat of every mem- 
ber elected under_the new law. He h«« sug- 
gested that the governor of Tcnnttseo call a 
special session for the purpose of remedying 
Uie defect.
